shayahu. He was reportedly intensre-- 
ly incensed at the sharp tone of 
yesterday's editoriels in “Ha'aretz” 
and “Davar,” particularly the latter. 
These party sources reported that 
he warned both Mrs. Meir and Mr. 
Yeshayahu that if the party did not 
come out firmly.on his side, then 
“he would sever his connections with 
the movement.” 

Party sources stated that Mr. 
Eban’s tone in his telephone con- 
versation with Mr. Yeshayahu ver- 
ged on the hysterical, and that, 


after shouting “iis your party, do 
something about it,” he banged the 
receiver down. 

This outburst of the Foreign Min- 
ister sufficiently impressed itself on 
Mr. Yeshayahu to have him bring 
the matter as a main item on the 


Leadership Bureau meeting held 
later in the day. There was only 
& limited exchange on the matter, 
with party leaders reportedly 
taking the Hns that arlticlem of 
any Minister ‘by “Davar” — the His- 
tadrur dally — was reprehensible. 
It is also satd by party sources 
that, in view of the party’s prob- 
lems with Mapam, the NRP. and 
the LLP. 'over strike restraint le- 
gislation, they held that this mat- 
ter should be swept under the car- 
pet as speedily as possible, It was 
explained that, In vlew of the at- 
tack from opposition parties and 
from the NUR-P. Knesset faction, 
the. party was instinctively “pro- 
tecting its own.”

When The Jerusalem Post con- 
tacted Deputy Secretary-General 
Mordechal Ben-Porat, MK. — a 
Bureau member—‘for iis comment 
oa the text of the communique, he 
replied: 

“It's a bit difficult for me to 
judge the matter. What I can say 
is that the Foreign Minister would 
do well to order the full text of his 
interview, and publish 4t at large 
for the public to judge the truth of 
the matter." He confirmed that the 
drafting of the communique had 
been left to two members of the 
Bureau.

Five Soviet Navy 
ships to visit Cuba 


“MOSCOW " (Reuter),"— Five Soviet 
‘warships will pay an official visit to 


the port of Havana in 10 days’ 
time, it was announced here yester- 


day. 

The visit is the second in less 
than a year by vessels of the So- 
viet Navy, and will follow the stay 
in Cuba of Soviet Premier Alexei 
Kosygin, 

Mr. Kosygin, who is due in Ha- 
vana next Tuesday, is expected to 
reassure Premier Fidel Castro that 
President Nixon’s visit to Moscow 
will not harm Cuba's relations with 
Russia. 

The goodwill visit by 
submarine ships, two submarines 
and a tanker, will give a military 
emphasis to such assurances. 

The vessels are due to sail into 
Havana harbour on October 31, and 
will stay there for 10 days, provid- 
ing an excellent opportunity to show 
the flag over the November 7 ce- 
lebrations to mark the 54th anni- 
veraary of the Russian revolution. 


Death for last 
Manson killer 


LOS ANGELES (AP). — Charles 
“Tex” Watson, portrayed by his 
defence as a “withered human 
being” and by his prosecutor as a 
cold-blooded killer, was decreed 
death in the gas chamber yestzr- 
day by the same jury thet convic- 
ted him of the seven Sharon Tate 
murders. 

‘Watson, 25, is the fifth and last 
defendant charged and convicted 
in the August 1969 kUlings. Charles 
Manson and three female followers 
were sentenced to death last April 
for the slayings of the actress and 
six others, 


Annonncing the naval visit, Tass 
news agency said the five vessels 
will have completed a training 
voyage in the Atiantic.

Hard slog ahead for 
Israel chemical industry

‘TRE development of a heavy chem- 

ical industry Is a hard slog — 
‘ut it is wonderfully worth doing. 
That is the impression one gets from 
talking with Sir Frank Schon, Chair- 
man of the Basic Chemicals Com- 
mittee of the Jerusalem Economic 
Conference, which has been meeting 
in Tel Aviv during the current Is- 
rael Chemicals Week. 

Tt is a hard stog for Israel, whose 
market is the export trade, which 
is particularly resistant to the sale 
o£ complex chemicals. There are 
excellent natural resources in the 
Negev; but Israel’g clients like to 
buy those materials in the raw and 
do thelr own processing. Israel does 
not want to ‘be stuck in the situa- 
tion which characterises so many 
developing territories, of exporting 
primary products for other coun- 
tries' industries. She wants to do 
the pr herself. 

“Fortunately, things are moving 
in your favour,” says Sir Frank. 
“The world is accustoming itself to 
the idea of buying intermediaries, 
instead of plain phosphate rock. A 
market is emerging for phosphoric 
acld (whose output has started at 
Arad Chemicals) — and Israel was 
wise to go boldly for this product.” 

Sir Frank is one of Israel's best- 
liked and most trusted foreign ad- 
visers in this field. “As you get 
older,” he confides with a smile, 
“you get lesa good at power, and 
better at influence." He influences 
the future of Britain's industry as 
Chairmen of the National Research 
Development Corporation — “but 
I'm only Chairman,” he’ captions, “T 
don't run the company.” The man 
who runs it, bes says, bY the 
Managing Director, Dr. Basil Bard, 
Ukewise here for Israel's Chemicals 
Week. 

Sympathetic interest 

Born in Vienna, Sir Frank came 
to Britain in the 1930s. First con- 
tact with Israeli was as a Director 
of Aibright and Wilson, when he 
did ‘business with Chemicals and 
Phosphates in Haifa. He has taken 
a sympathetic interest in Israel's 
problems ever since. Mr. L Gal-Edd, 
at the time Director-General of the 
Development Ministry, recruited Sir 
Frank to bead the chemicals group 
in the Economic Conference, when it 
was first summoned by Prime Min- 
ister Levi Eshko] in 1968. Previously 
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Sir Frank Schon (left) and Mr. 
Ya’acou Ben-Yehuda at the Israel 
Chemicals Week conference.

VATICAN CITY (AP), — A Ro- 
man Catholic patriarch from Egypt 
delivered a stinging attack against 
Israel yesterday on the floor of the 
World Synod of Bishops.

(CIENTISTS are not sure that it 
exists in nature, but they are 
trying t@ produce it. If it does exist 
the most likely place to find it is 
on the mysterious, cloud-shrouded 
planet of Jupiter. If man doea auc- 
ceed in producing it In a laboratory 
on Earth, there is no assurance it 
will stay together once it ls made. 
But if it does remain stable, it 
could relieve the growing enerzy 
crisis on 

The elusive substance is a metal 
made of hydrogen. 

Under ordinary conditions hydro- 
gen is the stuff of “empty” space 
— the Nghtest of al) gases — the 
thinnest of “air.” How then can 
you make 2 solid material out of 
it? 

Scientists hope brute force will 
do the job. First they freaze the 
hydrogen — a process that requires 
ἃ superlow temperature of minus 
423°F. Once frozen, they subject 
it to ἃ titanic squeeze involving mil- 
ons of pounds per square inch. 

Scientisis believe that the condl- 
tions of extremely high oressure they 
are trying to produce in the labora- 
tory already exist on Jupiter — 
the largest planet in the solar sys- 
tem. Observations and calculations

| Labour Ministry seeks 
30,000 ‘missing’ youths

About 30,000 of the country’s 210,000 youth between the ages 
of 14 and 18 are neither studying nor working and nokvdy knows 
what they are doing, Labour Minister Yosef Almogi announcec: 
this week while the luncheon guest of the Government spokec- 
men's circle in Jerusalem. 

It is known that 120,000 in this group are studying and another 
60,000 are working, and now the Ministry has started a drive 
to “find" the others. About 5,000 homes have been visited so far 
in the Ministry drive and 1,000 youths have been enrolled either 
in vocational training courses or have been placed in jobs. The 
home visit drive by the staff of the Employment Service will be 
extended to a dozen more towns in the coming weeks, the Min- 
ister reported. 

The drive includes tre establishment of 2 mobile employment 
service, and the establishment of absorption units at employment 
centres where vocational guidance and psychological guidance 


will be available for the youngsters,

Children's allowances for em- 
ployees, and allowances for large fe- 
milies are to be united into one 
payment from the National Insu- 
rance Institute. This was announced 
yesterday after a meeting between 
Labour Minister Yosef Almogi, re- 
presentatives of the Manufacturers 
Association, the Histadrut, the Na- 
tlonal Insurance Institute, and the 
‘Treasury. The new payment should 
start as from next April. 

At the moment, all employees get 
an allowance for every child up to 
the third with their monthly salary. 
This is paid out by employers who 
are compensated by the National 
Insurance Institute. There is also a 
large family allowance which is not 
taxable and is paid directly by the 
Institute. These payments will now 
be merged and paid out directly by 
the Institute. 

According to the new plan, the 
aHowances will now he taxable 


Ashdod oil 


refineries 
opening in 1973

HADFA,. — The Ashdod Refineries 
will go on stream early in 1973, at 
an initial capacity of 3.5m. tons (to 
be raised soon after to 42m tons). 
By that time the country’s consump- 
tion of petroleum will have gone up 
from the present six million tons to 
about 7.25 million, the general ma- 
nager of the Haifa Refineries, Mr. 
Avigdor Bartel, told the Public Re- 
lations Association here on Wedues- 
day. The present capacity of the 
Haifa plant, six million tons, is now 
fully utilized to meet the country’s 
own needs, leaving little for export. 

The question of expanding the 
Haifa plant, or building a new one 
elsewhere, came up two years ago, 
it was decided to pick Ashdod, 
which is close to the country's main 
consumption area. What distinguish- 
ed the project was the preponderant 
proportion of Israel know-how and 
equipment in it. In the past, Israel 
had relied mainly on foreign con- 
sultants and suppliers for its petro- 
leum industry. A team of 60 men, 
among them newcomers, is now at 
work on the engineering plans which 
cost IL14m., including IL1m in for- 
eign exchange. Two Haifa firms, the 
Industrial Development Company 
and Litwin-Frenkel {LIFE), and 
Tahal are engaged on the project. 
The eventual investment is estimat- 
ed at IL172m: ᾿ 

As for the equipment, the Ashdod 
project benefited from the experi- 
ence gained in modernizing and ex- 
panding the Haifa Refineries. Nearly 
two-thirds of it were made in Israel. 
Fifty operators for the future Ash- 
dod plant are in Haifa. Al- 
together 100 of the eventual force 
of 300 will be trained here. 


Gaza housing 
plans officially 
denied 


‘The Defence Ministry has official- 
ly denied reports appearing widely 
in the press yesterday, about new 
permanent ‘ousing being provided 
for Gaza refugees outside the 
camps, The reports contained nu- 
merous inaccuracies, and some 
lacked 811 foundation, the Ministry 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman denied, in parti- 
cular, reports that Unrwa would 
help finance the new homes, calling 
them totally groundless, 

The spokesman did not explain 
which elements of the reports were 
inaccurate, and which not.
